SHOWS BULLET RIPPED PAPERS. 
Col. Roosevelt rose to his feet and with. 


uplifted hand quieted the audience. He 
told them that he had been shot, but not | 
serior-siy hurt; that he had the bullet in 
his body, but that nevertheless he was go- 
ing to speak to them. 

The colonel then opened his cont and 
pulled out the perforated manuseript, 
pointing to the hole made by the bullet. 

For a moment all eyes were fogneed on 
the shéets of paper, but a second later the 
glance of the spectators strayed to the cols 
onel’s white shirt, the right side of which 
was critmsoned with his blood.

TERRIBLE PHYSICAL TEST. 

Possibly not one man in a thousand could 
have done what Col. Roosevelt did while | 
standing for over an hour on the platform, 
His suverb physical condition kept him on 
his feet, but finally, though the epirit wae 
willing the flesh was weak, and the constant 
ebbing of blood forced him to quit. 

An ambulance soon had Col, Roosevelt at 
the emergency hospital. Six surgeons were 
in attendance and their first examination 
failed to reveal the location of the bullet. 
It was then decided to send Col. Roosevelt 
to Chicago and płs co zum in t Preaby- 
terlan hospital. 

In the meantime an X ray photograph ha 
been taken and the bullet finally was located 
in the stomach. The Chicago trip was 
abandoned immediately and in place of it the 
four Chicago surgeons were summoned.

Bloodgood of Johns Hopkins, and Dr. 
K. T. Sayie. 

The engineer hae received orders 
to winke the run as fast as possible, 
and it ts hoped to reach Chicago 
shertly after 2:30 a. .

The information on which this plan was 
made was to the effect that the bullet prob- 


ably was in the chest wall—a superficial 
wound.

Then, just before midnight, Col. Roose 


| velt’s cousin, Phillip Roosevelt, telephoned 


from Milwaukee to the national Progres- 
sive headquarters here that the bullet had 
been located just outside the abdominal 
wall—pressing against it, 
forating it. 

This situation worried the colonel’s at- 
tendants in Milwaukee, and it was decided 
not to move him but to ask the Chicago 
surgeons to go to his bedside. 

Thereupon Progressive headquarters 
here ordered a special train to be made 
up to go with the doctors to Milwaukes. 
The four surgeons gathered at the North- 
western ‘depot in Chicago and their spe 
cial was just on the point of starting 
when another change in plans was made. 

Word was received that the colonel felt 
fully able to come on to this city and in- 
sisted on doing so. 

Accordingly, when word came that bis 
train was starting this way from Milwau- . 
kee, the special with the surgeons aboard 
was abandoned, and they awaited their 
distinguished patient's arrivel here.

The earlier statement from the Milwau- 
kee surgeons, negatived later by develop- 
ments, was as follows: 

“Col. Roosevelt has a superficial flesh 
wound below the right breast, with no evi- 
dence of injury to the lungs. The bullet 
is probably lodged somewhere in the chest 
all. because the is but one wound and 
no sign of any injury to the lungs. Bleed- 
ing was insignificant and the wound was 
immediately cleansed externally and dressed 


with sterile gauze by Dr. R. G. Sayle of 


Milwaukee, consulting surgeon of the Emer- 


gency ‘hospital. 
BULLET’S FORCE SPENT. 


As the bullet passed through Col. Roose- 
velt's army overcoat, other clothing, a 
doubled manuscript, and metal spectacle 
case, its force was much spent. The ap- 
pearance of the wound also presented evi- 
dence of a much spent bullet. 

“The colonel is not suffering from the

so good that the surgeons did not object to

‘The man who fired the shot told the po- 
lice he was John Schrank of 370 East Tenth 
street, New York. He is young, apparently 
about 30 years old, 5 feet 5 inches high, 
weighs about 170 pounds, and has a light 
complexion and is bald. 

‘It is evident from papers on his person 
he has been trailing the colonel for a long 
while—in fact, he had the colonel's itinerary 
written on a sheet of note paper of a south- 
ern hotel. 

‘The man is without doubt eie

| SORRY HE DIDN'T KHT. 

He was hustled to the police station, 
where he first refused tg give his name 
and reiterated time and time again that 
he was justified in killing the colonel 
and was sorry that he had not done so. 

He said that be had been trying to get 
a chance to fire the shot that would re- 
move Roosevelt from the world for « 
long while, but had been unable to get 
an opportunity. 

He had picked Saturday night, in Chi- 
cago at the Coliseum, as the proper time 
and place for his act, but the crowd was 
so enormous that he could not get within 
reach of his victim. 

FEAR MOB; REMOVE PRISONER. 


‘Before 10 o’clock a tremendous crowd of 
people who were yelling for the assassin’s 
blood appeared in front of the Milwaukee 
jail, and their numbers and persistence so 
alarmed the officers that, fearing a lynch- 
‘ing, they removed him to some hiding place 
where he will be safe from mob vengeance. 

Col. Roosevelt reached Milwaukee short- 
Ay’ after 5 o'clock, and making his way 
through “the crowd which had gathered at 
the station entered an automobile aud 
was driven to the hotel.

tion. 
Admired nly Foreign Rulers. 

The colonel, while on ‘his trip abroad two 
years ago, met most of the European sover- 
eigns, and, therefore, they have a persona! 
interest in hig welfare, 

The attempt-upon the life of Mr. Roosevelt 
recalis that on Dec. 8, 1901, three months 


| after the death of McKinley, he sent a mes- 


sage to congress earnestly, recommending

The shooting of President ‘William McKin- 
ley on Friday, Sept. 6, 1901, by Leon Czolgosz 
first electrified the world and then stirred 
its deepest sympathies. The bullet, which 
eight days later ended the life of the presi- 
dent, was fired at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
while Mr. McKinley was holding a public re- 
ception in the Temple of Music at the Pan- 
American exposition grounds at Buffalo. 

Two bullets from a revolver, which was 
concealed by a handkerchief, entered the 
president's body: One struck a breast bone, 
glanced off, and was easily extracted. The 
other entered the abdomen, Penetrating the } 
stomach, and, as afterward indicated by the 
autopsy, tore the kidney. 

Although guarded by secret service men, 
President McKinley was fully exposed to the 
attack.

National Action Only Remedy.

Regrets Loss of La Follette.

trust, the express trust, the cotton oil trust, 
baker trust, whisky trust, and every one of 
these is living under a charter subject to 
amendment, elteration, or repeal by the New 
Jersey state government. 

“If Mr. Wilson had wanted to proceed 
against any one of these trusts the means to 
his hand were ampie. Yet Mr. Wilson during 
the two years that he has been governor has 
never so much as lifted his voice in a whisper

these trusts of which he complains. 


ther States Pay Costs, 

New Jersey ts almost reHeved from taxa- 
tion because every year some six millions 
of taxation is collected from the foreign 
trusts which incorporate within her borders, 
as shown by the state treasurer's report. 
They pay the six millions of dollars to the 
state for a license to do business on their 
own terms outside of New Jersey.

But 
the war was fought out and the parties 
ready to quit, and there is reason to think 
that it was only when this situation. bad 
been arrived at that the good offices of the 
president of the United States were more or 
less directly invited. 

The fleet's cruise was a strong piece 
of diplomacy, by which we informed Japan 
that we will send our fleet wherever we please 
and whenevér we please. It worked out well.

velt's. other achievement Perhaps he is 
Wath . to take credit as a reformer, for he 
is prone to spell the word ‘with quotation 
marks, and to speak disparagingly ot re- 
form.” 

. on But for all that, this contemner of “ re- 
tormers made reform respectable in. the 
United States, and this rebuker of ** muck- 
rakers has been the chief agent in making 
the industry of muckraking a national 
one, conceded to be most useful. He has 
preached from the White House many doc- 


) trines, but among them he has left im- 


pressed on the American mind the one gréat 
truth of economic’ justice couched in the 
pithy and singing phrase, the sqquare 
deal.“ The task of making reform respect- 
able in a commercialized world. and of giv- 
ing the nation a slogan in a phrase, is greater 
tian the man who performed it is likely to 
think. 


Oonservation of Resources. . 

„And then, there is the great and states 
manlike movement for the conservation of 
our national resources, into which Roosevelt 
so energetically threw himself at a time when 
the nation as a whole knew not that we are 
ruining and bankrupting ourselves as fast as 
we can. This is probably the greatest thing 
Roosevelt did, by all means. This globe is 
the capital stock of the race. It has Just 80 
much coal and oll and gas. These may be 
economized or wasted. The same thing is 
true of phosphates and many other minerals. 
Our water resources are immense and 
we-are only just beginning to use them. Our 
forests have been destroyed; they must be 
restored.” Our solls are being depleted; they 
must be built up and conserved. This immense 
idea Roosevelt dinned into the indifferent 
ears of the nation until the nation heeded. 

Nothing could be greater or finer than 
this. It is so great and go fine that when the 
historian of the future shall speak of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt he is likely to cay that he 
did many notable things, among them that of 
inaugurating the movement which finally 
resulted in the square deal, but that his 
greatest work was inspiring and actually be- 
-ginning a world movement for staying ter- 
restrial waste and saving for the human race 
the things upon which, and upon which alone, 
a great and peaceful and progressive and 
happy race life can be founded. What states- 
man in all history has done anything calling 
for so wide a view and for a purpose more 
lofty ?’

WHILE ago a very capable ere 


Hebrew dispensary, told me the 

public health service was nez- 

ligent in that if allowed large 
numbers of Jews with trachoma to come 
into the country. Oh the other hand, 
the public health officers are certain that 
they find as large a percentage of the 
trachoma as is possible under prevailing 
immigration custom. Some cases of 
smallpox, a fair number of insane, and, 
occasionally, a case of cholera gets by 
them, und, therefore, it is reasonable to 
conclude that some trarhoma does also, 


An explanation of the discrepancy be- 
tween these two opinions, for the opinion 
of the physician to the dispensary is 
widely held, was offered at the congress 
on hygiene by Dr. Williams 

. oe. 

Trachoma is a chronic inflammation 
similar to, and may be just what we for- 
nierly called granular eyelids. In time 
the scar tissue contacts and pulls the 
‘lids away so that the eyaball is not 
properly protected and is harmed in time. 
It is contagious. It kills nobody, but it 
reduces the efficiency of many people, 
especially in the crowded districts in the 
eity. It puts many otherwise ablebodied 
people on charity or in county institu- 
tions. It burdens families and is a heavy 
drag on taxpayers and philanthropists 
supporting homes and hospitals. 

Dr. Williams thinks the disease is not 
due to one bacillus alone, but that any 
one of a considerable number of bacilli 
may cause it, that any case of neglected sore 
eyes may cause it, and, therefore, that the 
blame for the great spread of trachoma 
amongst the newly arrived people in the 
cities cannot be laid on the shoulders of 
the public health service. 


Sore eyes is a . condition. 
“Pink eye is closely akin to a commun 
cold. If Dr. Williams is right, the way 
to prevent trachoma is to keep the eyes 
free from minor “ matterings, 1  boogers 
in the corners,“ pink eye,” “ sore eyes,” 

“ granular lids,” and the numerous other 
names under which we allow eye troubles 
to run along, to get well without. cleaunli- 
ness, care, or medical attention, as we 
think, but to develop into trachoma, as 
Dr. Williams thinks. Dr. Williams’ opin- 
on is based upon her experience in 
watching over school children in Néw 
York City. Nobody’ can throw it aside 
by saying “she treats trachoma.” She 
does not; she tries to prevent trachoma.

Why does it not give the ingre- 
dients as baking powders do? 2. Do you think 
it is safe for people in Wisconsin to eat corn 
bread? Is there danger of pellagra? Our

REPLY. 

As you did not send any of the compound, I can 
only guess what was in this powder on the basis of 
what is said on the envelope and what other can- 
ning compounds contain. 

1. The guarantee is worthless. It merely states 
that the compouncer guarantees that it conforms 
to the law of June 30, 1906. It cbuid contain den- 
zoate. The envelope states that it contains an 
antiseptic. My guess is that if the government 
investigated it would find that this compound does 
not conform to the law. . : 

2. We do not know yet what causes pellagra. 
The corn theory has not been proved. However, 
be careful to use no musty meal.

M. T. D. writes: “TI live in a nine room 
house heated by a hot air furnace without 
any water pan. The first and second floors 
are connected by an open staircase. Upstairs 
the registers, are wall registers, but down- 
stairs they are floor registers. Upon each of 
the floor registers I have standing a shallow 
dish of water which Lrefill twice a day. In 
the course of a day these registers collectively 
will evaporate about three pints of water. In 
your judgment is this sufficient water, and, 
in general, what do you think of the plan?

It is not enough nor anywhere near. Three gal- 
lons would be nearer right. Get a hygrometer and 
evaporate enough to hold the humidity in the rooms 
around 50.

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N ASMUCH as Grand Admiral von Tirpitz. 
the secretary of state of the German 
navy, is known from one end of Burope 
to the other as the principal obstacle in 
the way of any friendly understanding 

with Great Britain, the hews that very seri- 
ous differences have arisen between himself 
and the emperor, involving his retirement 


with satisfaction by those who fear a war 
between these two countries. 

The existence of the quarrel, which has 
been brewing for some time, first became ap- 
parent at Essen, on the occasion of the fes- 

, tivities in connection with the centenary 
of the foundation of the great house of 
Krupp, at which both the emperor and Tir- 
pita were present. The kalser, referring to 
the fact that.Great Britain is now arming 
her battleships with 348 centimeter guns, 
inquired of Herr Krupp von Bohlen whether 
the latter could not construct 45 centimeter 
guns for the German navy. On receiving an 
affirmative reply rom Krupp, the emperor 
intimated his determination to have his 
battleships equipped therewith, so as to give 
the vessels and even longer and more power- 
ful range than the British men of war. 


Tirpitz, ordinarily a tactful man, seems to 
have lost his head. For he at once raised the 
most vigorous objection to any such heavy 
ordnance on the ground not only of the ter- 
rible expense, but also because of the fact

‘Bridgie Webber Corroborates | 
Rose’s Story of New York 
“Murder. 


DENIES ANY “FRAMEUP.” 


Witness. Says That Accused Man 
Wanted to Kill Rosenthal 
with Own Gun. 


New York, Oct. 14.—[Special.]—‘' Bridgie ” 
Webber, testifying today in the trial of for- 
mer Police Lieutenant Becker, corroborated 
In every detail the story which “ Bald Jeck 
Rose told of the events leading up to and ft. 
lowing the shooting of Herman Rosenthal. 

Webber, owner of the gambling rooms from 
which the gun men went to shoot down 
Rosenthal in front of the Metropole hotel, 
reiterated the statement of Rose that Becker 
told them Rosenthal had to be ‘‘ croaked ”’ 
before he. could tell his story of police graft 
to the district attorney, He said he and Rose 
got the gun men together and gave them 
their instruction at the direct demand of the 


| police official. 


Webber swore that Becker told him that 


Ion the night of the murder he would have 


killed Rosenthal himself if tie had seen him. 
The former lleuteneant declared, Bridgie 
said, that he had slowed down hie automobile 
while passing the Hotel Cadillac on Broad- 
way. in case Rosenthal might be loitering 
there. 
„it 1 hed seen him IT would have backed 
him up against the wall and shot him,“ 
Becker said, according to Webber. 


Tells of Trapping Victim. 

Webber told how he went to the Metropole 
and saw Rosenthal, and after greeting him 
in a friendly manner went back to his poker 
rooms and told the gangsters where they 
could find.their victim. He did-not see the 
murder but arrived while Rosenthal's body 
still lay on the pavement. He corroborated 
the testimony of Rose to the effect that 
Becker, when he came downtown after the 
murder, said he had stopped at the police sta- 
tion to see the body of tne victim and that 
he wanted to cut the tongue out as a warn- 
ing to other equealers.”’ 

Webber said that Rose was worried because 
the number of the murder car wes known, 
but that Becker had told them it was all 
right.“ and that he would take care of the 
boys. 

On cross examination by counsel for Beck- 
er, Webber withstood a long attempt to make 
him admit he and Rose had ‘‘ framed up 
the case against Becker in order to clear 
themselves. 

“I was promised protection, f I would tell 
the truth,” he ‘insisted, adding, “and if 1 
difh't fire one of the shots that killed Rosen- 
thal.” pe |

Woman's suffrage has come to stay in Aus- 
tralasia. it is easier to enfranchise than Jis- 
franchise. Once the doors have been opened 
to adult suffrage it will take something more 
than a social revolution to close them. Aus 
tralasia believes every decent man welcomes 
the woman’s vote, which as a rule is cast for 
temperance, for social and moral reform, 

and the protection of the home and family 

Mr. McGowen, premier of New South Wales 
and a firm believer in the right, the justice, 
and the necessity of woman's suffrage, pute 
the matter somewhat as follows: 

In every community where thé number 
of women equals that of the men we may 
expect to find about 2% per cent of the women 
will. not exercise the right of franchise; 50 per 


in accordance with the request of their hus- 
bands or male relatives; that ‘leaves 25 per 
‘cent to be ,reckoned with, and that 25 per 
cent may ve counted upon uniformly to vote 
tor the man, party. or measure which prom- 
lues decency and moral order.” 

Here, thinks Mr. McGowen, we find the 
secret of the measure of success which has 
thus far marked the ‘opposition to woman's 
suffrage in other parts of the world. There 
is in each community a certain percentage 
of men whose interests are at variance wit 
social order. We may always expect to find 
the liquor interests, the gambling interests. 
the. racetrack: intereets—in. short, allinter- 
ests which feel that their well being would be 
endangered by so-called home Influences 
standing out firmly against woman’s suffrage. 
If the question of woman's suffrage were left 
to the liquor and gambling interests of Aus- 
tralia women would be disfranchised. But 
these interests are neither large hor powerful 
enough to make themselves heard. 


Her Vote Not Questioned. 
It ie significant of the state of affairs in 
Australia that woman's suffrage is looked 
upon as an integral part of the political sys- 
‘tem and bas become so thoroughly accepted 
as an accomplished fact that there is no 
room for an academie dtscusslon as to the 
theory of the social, moral, ethical, or eco- 
nomie right of women to vote. That die- 
cusslon ended long ago in Australia. 

Public consciousness, go far ag it considers 
woman's suffrage, Toéks~ to the future. 
Women of both political parties organize 
and attempt to further the causes in which 
they believe. More and moré they seem 
to realize the npwer ot the ballot. This gives 


| them less and less time and energy to spend 


in purely political work for they, Have learned 
that they can secure the reforms they desire 
through the ballot. 
They are not obliged to talk of the white 
slave traffic—it has been abolished. They 
seek to bring about other reforms. Just now 
New Zealand women are exercising a power- 
ful influence on legislation against the liquor 
traffic. . 

It is believed the time its near at hand when 
New Zealandwill. go out of the liquor bugi- 
mess altogether.

The city council refused yesterday to estab- 
lish a precedent for renting sub-street space 
in the loop for merchandising purposes. The 
erdinance granting Marshall Fleid & Co. the 


| right to excavate under Washington street, 


between Wabash avenue and Holden court, 
failed to receive the majority support neces- 
sary to its passage. The roll call showed the 
vote 30 to 30 and Mayor Harrison declared the 
ordinance beaten by the lack of six votes. 

The debate was the longest one of the aft- 
ernoon session. The chief arguments of the, 
opposition were that the company should not 
be permitted to ute the space as a salesroom 
and that the grant should be limited to the 
width required for a passegeway between its 
present retail store and the building it pro- 
poses to erect on the south side of Washing - 
ton street. 


Low the Aldermen Voted. 

The more genera: argument that tnis su“ 
street basement might hecome involved with 
the subweg project also was raised, but the 
point most frequently emphasized was that 
the passage of this ordinance would open the 
way for a fiood of requests for similar privi- 
leges. The rol! call follows: 


Would Await Subway Policy. 

Chairman W. J. Healy of the judiciary 
committee, which twice recommended the 
ordinance, voted against it and did not speak 
for it except to offer an opinion from the law 
department that there could be no doubt the 
privileges conveyed by it could be revoked 
at the will of the mayor. 

Ald. John A. Richert opened the bate 
with a motion that the ordinance should go 
over until the council has adopted its sub- 
way policy and especially that phase of it 
treating with the connections between the 
bores and downtown business establishments.

I gave him a 
quarter and told him to come to my office the 
next morning. He kept the appointment and 
was furnished with a bath and an entire new 
outfit of clothing. I got him @ room in a Chris- 
tian home and 4 job. This year he came to the 
church again. 
looking properous. He told me he had not 
touched Mquor for a year. He said when he 
attended prayer meeting three years ago he had 
intended to go out and kill himself. That night 
was the turning point tn his life. 

“One night I was in my study when a man, 
apparently in great distress; was admitted. He 
said his wife had been dead for three years and 
he had been living with another woman. He 
said the woman had left him. He told me that 
his heart was filled with hatred and he could 
not restrain himself from killing her and then 
himself. We prayed and he left the parsonage 
with his murderous intention forgotten.” 

When the Rev. Mr. Williams first went to 
Grace church he had a large sign placed in 
front of the building, which read: When in 
trouble come to see me.”

I visited the camp of 1 Turks soon after I 
arrived here, and, presenting my passports to 
Mehmed Harrison Pasha, the chief of staff, was 
most hospitably received and shown around the 
camp. We rode out to the lunette batteries, 
which are heavily manned and under the com- 
mand of that shrewd old veteran. Gen. Petejemal 
Bartzen Effendi, who is camping with his men 
and keeping a sharp watch on the Greeks.

I had luncheon in the rifle pits with Ahmed 
Maclay Abdoulla Hoyne Bey, who chatted most 
delightfully on the subject of the war when he 
found I was the special] correspondent of Quips 
and Quirps. Ahmed Hoyne Bey laughed to 
scorn the newspaper stories which declared 
there would be no war this fall in the Illinois 
Balkans. He said all stories to the effect that 
the Turks and the Greeks had buried their dif- 
ferences and signed a treaty were utterly with- 
out foundation, and that ore war was actually 
on and the struggle would a terrible one. 

“There will be no peace,” declared Ahmed 
Hoyne Bey solemnly, until Gen. Sullivanaphyl- 
lakos sends in a flag of truce und abjectly sur- 
renders. Until that time we will carry war 
against the enemy without mercy.” 

Eaying good-by to the Turks, I rode back 
to the Greek lines, where I heard great hurrah- 
ing and found another batch of recruits from 
Chicago had arrived, commanded by Jonpee Hop- 
kinspoulos. Greek regiments also were arriving 
from every part of the Illinois Balkans, and 
every man seemed intent on war to the bitter 
end against the hated Turks. 

I expressed a wish to visit the lines, and was 
taken as far as the advance outposts by Gen. 
Jon Pappagas Tanseymoukos, who speaks Eng- 
lish fluently. He was very bitter against the 
Turks. and put all the blame for the war on 
Hadji Lawrence Pasha, the grand vizier. I told 
him what he said surprised me, as I had been 
inclined to think there would have been no 
trouble in the flHMnois Balkans but for the Sul- 
tan Abdul Youssouf Hearst.

I had been told by several of the Illinois

Hearst to impose a military despotism in the 
Illinois Balkans and make all the inhabitants 


bow the knee meekly to his iron will, or be shot 


at sunrise. that had brought about the present 


conflict.

in part, but that as the sultan was abroad most 
of the time the grand vizier, Lawrence Pasha, 
could have enforced the drastic laws of the 
Sultan, or not. as he chose. 

But according to Gen. Tanseymoukos, 
grand vizier not only put in full force all the 
stern laws of the sultan but made extra laws 
and rules of his own, to which he demanded the 
most implicit obedience. The general said 
there never would be peace in the Illinois 
Balkans until the sultan and his grand. vizier 
and their entire army were chased across the 
mountains. 

To show the temper of the Greek troops, Gen. 
Tanseymoukcs graciously permitted me to go 
into the rifle pits and converse with a soldier 
whom I found with his rifle at his shoulder and 
his eye squinting dangerously along the barrel. 
The soldier said his name-was Jon MacGillan- 
toupolos, and that he had been sighting his gun 
for two hours in the hope of getting a shot 
at Abdourrahman Sabath Effendi, the leader of 
the Turkish cavalry. The soldier said he would 


not take his gun from his shoulder until he. 


had pasted Sabath Effendi and pasted him good 

Tou see the temper of our troops,” said Ge 
Tanseymoukos, proudly. “They will fight the 
Turks as long as they are able to stand up. 
There can be no such thing as peace in the IIIi- 
nois Balkans. The Sultan has only himself to 
blame. We Greeks would have made no trouble 
if left alone. But now that the war is on, let 
the Turks beware. We will not quit until the 
Illinois Balkans tremble with the thud of our 
artillery and the Turks are in full retreat.”
